Operating a bus service today Is a haz­ 
ardous business financially at its best as 
the automobile keeps gnawing away at 
the source of revenue which means the 
difference between a profitable or a losing 
venture. 


Operators of bus runs to Chester, New­ 
ell and Putnam St in East Liverpool are 
willing to accept the fact that the auto is 
here to stay, but they are up in arms over 
some motorists who, they claim, are turn­ 
ing their private cars into “ homemade” 
bus lines. 


Their complaint is that the motorists In 
question deliberately cruise by the various 
bus stops and pick up fares who ordinari­ 
ly would ride the buses. Particularly irri­ 
tating to the bus operators is the fact that 
the motorists charge a small fee for the 
transportation provided. 
If such a thing is being done, and we 
have no reason to question the veracity of 
the bus operators, it’s time for the motor­ 
ists involved to give a second thought to 
what they're doing. 
Offering your neighbor a ride Is one 
thing, but going on the prowl for paying 
passengers is another. The bus operators 
seem to have a legitimate complaint. 
What few buses we have in operation 
are a valuable asset. We would like to see 
them make a profit and continue to keep 
running. 


We wonder what some of the motorists 
might say if the bus drivers would appear 
at their place of employment and offer 
to do their jobs for so much an hour 
less? It would be pretty hard to take. 
That’s how the bus operators feel when 
they see a motorist snatch prospective cus­ 
tomers from in under their very noses.

“WHEN HE IS given a spe­ 
cific duty and an allotted time 
in which to do it. if you don't 
stand there and see that it is 
done, when you return he is 
still sitting. 
"We have tried every means 
we can think of to instill a 
sense of responsibility in him, 
but have found nothing works 
"Spanking will work for a 
few minutes; taking away his 
privileges makes it uncomfort­ 
able for everyone: sending him 
to bed, he just goes to sleep; 
praising him makes him arro­ 
gant, although we feel this is 
needful and praise him when 
we can. 
My reply in part: Center first 
on one regular job he is able to 
do well at home It s easier for 
you to make him do this job 
than to do mental work, such 
as lessons. .Set a definite time 
each day when this job must 
be done. Be on hand then. 


IF HE DOES not begin the 
job on time and stick to it until 
it is finished, set an effective 
penalty. 
You don’t need to stand over 
him 
A bit of checking should 
suffice. 
You can 
keep 
your 
mouth closed 
A good penalty Is to require 
him to sit unamused doing no­ 
thing. where you can see him. 
for 30 minutes as measured by 
the clock. If he gets up too soon 
use a strap or paddle. Be sure 
to make it hurt. 
Should you require him to do 
or finish the job after he has 
paid the penalty? I think not 
Better do it yourself without 
anger. Henceforth he ran al­ 
ways choose between doing the 


job promptly and the inevita­ 
ble penalty. 
Most important is that yo u 
be consistent, that he knows he 
never ran shirk his job without 
serving such a sentence After 
he learns perfect responsibility 
for one job you might add an­ 
other. But watch that you don’t 
add it too soon or too many of 
them. 


HAVING SUCCEEDED t h u s 
far. you may require him to 
begin his homework at a regu­ 
lar time each evening for a 
brief period, with no TV or ra­ 
dio going then. Besides you 
should limit his total TV time. 
limiting it to programs which 
don't have violence. 
It’s not enough that he goes 
at his homework promptly and 
sticks to it for a definite brief 
period. He must enjoy success 
at it. Anything you and Dad 
can do to help him succeed at 
his homework will help h i rn 
choose to work harder at it. 
Try also, both you and Dad, to 
have lots of good times with 
this boy.
